ing was traveling at a fairly high rate of speed. 


Dr. E. A. Miller, Adams county coroner, said that in all 


probability an inquest into Hurley's death would be held, but 
that he had not been officially notified of the man's 'death 
early this afternoon.

apartment in the early morning 
after a cocktail party. There were

Pennsylvania by irresponsible seed 
peddlers who truck in from another 
state a quantity of low-grade, mis- 
branded seed and .sell it to farmers 
at cut-rate prices, and then skip out 
of the territory before the- farmers 
find that the seed, which looked so 
good, either is polluted with weed 
seeds or will not grow, according to 
the Pennsylvania department of ag- 


CtUburc. 
The seed is usually sold by the 


driver on city streets, at, country 
elevators, farm auctions, or on trips 
rcm farm to farm. 
A common 


practice seems to be to establish a 
sales agency through a farmer or 
grain elevator in rural districts, the 
nvestigations of the' federal au- 
thorities and 
state agricultural 


agencies show. 
With the agency 


established, the farmer .or grain 
elevator sells directly 'or takes or- 
ders for the seed and the truck 
owner tends to avoid legal responsi- 
bility and has to spend only ^little 
time in the state. 
By the time the 


seed buyers tests the seed, the truck 
seed salesman is. gone, or is in an- 
other state where seed officials are 
powerless to reach him. 


Examine Sample 


Recently the state seed laboratory 


examined a sample of "bootleg" soy 
bean seed, and found that it con- 
tained morning glory seed at the 
rate of 10,560 seeds to the busheL A 
farmer buying this seed would sow 
from 15,000 to 20,000 weed seeds to 
the acre.

Farmers are being victimized in 
Pennsylvania by irresponsible seed 
peddlers who truck in from another 
state a quantity of low-grade, mis­ 
branded seed and sell it to farmers 
at cut-rate prices, and then skip out 
of the territory before the farmers 
find that the seed, which looked so 
good, either is polluted with weed 
seeds or will not grow, according to 
the Pennsylvania department of ag­ 
riculture. 
The seed is usually sold by the 
driver on city streets, at country 
elevators, farm auctions, or on tripe 
from farm to farm. 
A 
common 
practice seems to be to establish a 
sales agency through a farmer or 
grain elevator in rural districts, the 
Investigations 
of the federal au­ 
thorities 
and 
state 
agricultural 
agencies show. 
With 
the agency 
established, the farmer 
or 
grain 
elevator sells directly or takes or­ 
ders for the seed and the truck; 
owner tends to avoid legal responsi­ 
bility and has to spend only a little 
time in the state. 
By the time the 
seed buyers tests the seed, the truck 
seed salesman is gone, or is in an­ 
other state where seed officials are 
powerless to reach him. 
Examine Sample 
Recently the state seed laboratory 
examined a sample of "bootleg” soy 
bean seed and found that it con­ 
tained morning glory seed at the 
rate of 10,560 seeds to the bushel. A 
farmer buying this seed would sow 
from 15,000 to 20,000 weed seeds to 
the acre. 
Both state and federal agricul­ 
tural officials are urging that farm­ 
ers and seed dealers report the 
activities of peddlers of illegal seeds 
at once so that the 
responsible 
parties can 
be apprehended and 
prosecuted.

never reach the present Reichstag 
continued its' functions .with the 
tacit consent'and, approval of the 
Nazis? who have no member on it. 


Hitler told a political 
crowd 


Thursday night he was' ready to of- 
fer a "coalition with the powers 
behind the .present cabinet on cer- 
tain conditions. 


"The Nazis are ready for a coali- 


tion," he said, "if there is a pros- 
pect that it would work upon na- 
tional socialist "principles, but we 
would not be willing to continue the 
system of class politics and parties." 


He pleaded for a new power 


through Germany's internal unity. 


"Unity of Germans is an empty 


phrase," he declared, "unless the 
opinions, of national socialism and 
nationalism are combined."

man of the new cabinet and minis- 
ter of defense, hinted Friday that 
the recent ban of the Bruening" gov- 
ernment against the Hitler storm 
troops would soon be lifted.

that the party should make its own 
decision and that, so far as ossible, 
it should be a decision on which all

Two Classes of Drys 


Many modificationists still main- 


tain it will be possible to draw up 
some sort of referendum plank 
.which will be "acceptable to the 
drys." Possibly this is true, but 
there are reasons that make such 
an accomplishment difficult. 


When the platform-makers speak 


of "the drys," they do not always 
differentiate between two classes of 
drys. 


On class is made up of the politi- 


cians—the officeholedrs and would- 
be officeholders—who have stood by 
the cause of prohibition. Quite an- 
other class is composed of the lead- 
ers of such prohibition organiza- 
tions as the Anti-Saloon league. 


It might not be so difficult to 


draft a referendum plank tfhich 
would be "acceptable" to the mas<; 
of dry politicians; many of them 
have been shifting around on the 
issue as a result of what they see, 
or think they see, in the election 
returns. 


But when you come to the leaders 


of the prohibition organizations— 
whose support the leaders are anx- 
ious to keep—the problem is some- 
what different. 


Life Work of Some 


Many of those in the service of 


the dry societies have made the 
achievement and the maintenance 
of prohibition their life work. 


They have not looked upon this 


issue as a thing incidental to an 
election campaign and 
have 
not 


trimmed and straddled to meet the 
passing winds of popular favor. 


Some of them joined the prohibit 


tion movement with all the, zeal of 
crusaders long before it had any 
standing in the country. They did 
not permit criticism and unpopiilar- 
ity to dissuade them then and there 
are no signs that they will permit it 
to dissuade them now. 


It is one thing to convince the 


political drys that a modification or 
resubmission plank is the thing and 
quite another matter to convince 
the organization drys. 


And thus far no one has claimed 


that the leaders of the organiza- 
tion drys have found any suggested 
lesubmiss'on plank "acceptable."
